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REMARKS 

Claims 1-16 are pending. Claims 1-16 have been rejected. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The Applicants sincerely thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 3, 4, 7, 8, 11, 12, 
15 and 16 contain allowable subject matter. 

35 U.S,C, § 102fe) 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 9, 10, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being allegedly 
anticipated by Maggenti et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,477,150 Bl). Applicants respectfully traverse 
the rejection. 

As noted by the Examiner, the applied reference has a conmion assignee with the instant 
application. 

As suggested by the Examiner, a 37 CFR 1.132 Declaration is being submitted with this
